Wor approaimately ten ycarii we have 
fMrelt amid menace* of wars, or aa par- 
(ttdpants in war's actualities, and the in- 
evitable aftermath, with us disordered 
conditions, lias added to the ditfi ulties of 
Sovemment wlilch adequately c.uinot be 
lappraiaad except by thooe who are In im- 
nadiata contact and know the responst- 
bUlties. Our task would bp le^'^- din'cult 
If we had only ours^ehes lu . .ji..-id« r, but 
ao much of the world waa involved, the 
tftoordered conditiona are ae weU nlsh uni- 
Teraal, even amons natloas not engaged 
In actual warfare, that no permanent re- 
'adJustment can be effected without con- 
sideration of our Inescapable relationship 
to world affairs in ftnanoe and trade In- 
4aod, we should be unworthy of our best 
lliailllniie if we wove unmindful of social. 
"■Mral and politloal conditiona which are 
not of direct concern to us, but which do 
appeal to the human sympathies and tn- 
iterest of a people blessed with our na- 
'.tlenal good fortune 

Need for Reatoration of World. 

It is not my purpose to bring to you a 
procnun of world restoration. In the 
laMn. such a procram must be worlced 
•at by the nations more directly con- 
cerned. They must themselves turn to 
tbe hero! ■ remedies for the menacing con- 
.ditlons under which they are struggllnc: 
4hsn we oan, InIk and we awaa to iialp. 
iWe ahan do ao unaelflably, beeauee 
ttiere is compensation in lonsciouaness 
of assisting, selfishly because tite com- 
'merce ana international exchanges in 
trade, which marked our high tide of for- 
tunate advancement, are posalble only 
when t he nartoaa «( all continenta are re- 
atored to staUe order and nonaal re- 
'latlonships. 

In the main, the cujitrlbutlon of this 
republic to restored normalcy in the 
Iwr m H wmm emm» threiwh the inlUaUve 
,af the exeeottre branch of the govern- 
ment, but the best of Intentions and most 
carefully considered purposes would fall 
.Utterly if the sanction and the co-opera- 
tion of the congreae were not lieartUy 
accorded. 

I am very sure we shall have no con- 
jfllet of opinion about constitutional duties 
or authority. During the anxieties of 
war, when nece.«slties seemed compelling, 
there were excessive grants of authority 
and an extruordinar.,- concentration of 
^powers In the Chief Executive. The re- 
peal of wartime lejiislation and the auto- 
.matlc expirations wliii h attend the peace 
proclamations have put an end to those 
.aniraiincy exceaeee, but I have the wish 
I to CO further than that. I want to }oln 
TOu in restoring, in the moat cordial way. 
.the spirit of co-ordination and coM>pera- 
tlon and that mutuality of confidence and 
respect which is necessary in repraoenta- 
dve popular government. 

•Harmony Imperative Need. 
Incroachment upon the . functions of 
.eongreas or attempted dictation of tta 
policy are not to be thought of, much less 
attempted, but there is an insistent call 
'for harmony of pi.ipuse and accord of 
action to speed th»- solution of the diffi- 
cult problems confroiitinK both the legis- 
lative and exei ulive branches m" tlit gov- 
ernment.

I am not unmindful of 
the very dltiicult tasks with vvlilch you 
were called to deal, t.'id one can 

ilsnore the insistent conditions which, 
'4uring recent years have called for 
I the continued and almost •■xcluslve 
attention of your membership to pub- 
lic work. It would sujfgest insincer- 
ity if I expressed complete accord 
[With every expression re<-urded in 
your roll calls, but wt- are all agreed 
aboiit the 'li^' < ulti< s and the Inevit- 
able dIverK'ic • of 0|.inion in seeking 
jbe content with the billion dollar re- 
jaAJustment of the burdens of taxa- 
(tlon. Later on. when other problems 
'are solved. 1 shall make some rec- 
I ommeiidations about renewed consid- 
eration of our tax progress, but for 
the iflunediate time tiefore ua we must 
>e content with the billion dolar re- 
duction in the draft tipon the people, 
end diminished irritations, banished 
uncertainty and imoroved methods of 
collection. By your auatainaaeat of 
the rigid economies already Inancur- 
ated. with hop. d-for extension of 
these economies and a<lded efficiencies 
In administration. I believe further 
reductions may be enacted and hin- 
dering burdens abolished. 

In these urgent eeonomies we shall be 
Immensely assisted by the budget system 
for which you made provision in the ex- 
traordinary session The first binJget is 
before you. Its preparation is a signal 
achievement, and the perfection of the 
system, a thing Impossible in the few 
months availaM- for its Initial trial, will 
mark its enactn.cnt as the l.e^innlnK of 
the greatest reformation in governmental 
practSoss since tiM becinniac of the re- 
public. 

As to Fafpifn Loans. 

There is pendtng a grant or authority 
to the administrative branch of the gov- 
ernment for the funding and settlement 
Of our vast foreign loans, growing out 
Of our grant of war credits. With the 
hands of the executive branch held im' 
|>otent to denl with these debts, we are 
liinderins urg^c- t readjustments among our 
debtors and accomplishing nothlnp for 
ourselvf-s. T think it is fair for the con- 
gress to assume that tbe executive 
branch of the government would adopt no 
malor policy in dealing with theae mat- 
ters which would conflict with the puriwse 
of congress in a'.:thorizlr.g the loans, cer 
tainly not witl-.out asking conn'easiona] 
approval, but there are minor proble 
Incident to prudent loan transactions and 



tbe sat«guard:nc of our interests which 
cannot even be attempted without this j. 
MthortsaUon. it will be belpfn to our- 
SMTea and It will Improve cendltiens 
among our dalKors U ftmnlnp and th* set- 
tlement of MbraltaA iSvdS nnurha ne- 
gotiated. 

Merchant Marine. 

Tlie previous congress, deeply concerned 
in hehaU of our anMiaat marlM^ In 
tut enacted the existing shippin* lawS; 
designed for the upbuilding of the Amer- 
ican merchant marine. Among other 
things provided to encourage our ship- 
ping on the world's sean, the executive 
was directed to give notice of the termi- 
nation of all existing commercial treaties 
in order to admit of reduced duties on 
Imports carried in American bottoms. 
During the life of the act no executive 
has complied with this order of tbe con- 
gnoB. When the preaent adminiatration 
came into responsibility. It began an early 
inquiry Into the failure to execute the I 
expressed purpose of the Jones act. Only i 
one conclusion has been possible. Frank- j 
ly, members of house and senate, eager | 
as I am to Join you In the making of an 
Anterlcan merchant marine commensurate 
with our commerce, the denouncement of 
our commercial treaties would Involve us ' 
in a chaos of trade relationships and add ' 
indescribably to the confusion of the al- 
ready disordered commsn^ wss fc L 

Our power to do so is not dlspoted, but 
power and ships, without comity of re- 
lationship, win not give us the expanded 
trade which is inseparably linked with a 
great merchant aaarlne. Moreover, tlie 
applied reduction of duty, for which the 
treaty denouncements were necessary, en- 
couraged only the carrying of dutiable 
Imports to our shores, while the tonnage 
which unfurls our flag on the seas Is both 
free and dutiable, and the cargoes which 
make a nation eminent in trade are out- 
going rather than incoming. 

It is not my thought to lay the problem 
in detail before you today, it is desired 
only to say to you that the executive 
branch of the government, unlatoanoed 
by the protest of any nation, for none 
has been made, Is well convinced that 
your proposal, highly intended and heart- 
ily supported here, is so fraught with dlf- 
ticulties and so marked by tendencies to 
discourage trade expansion that I invite 
your tolerance of non-compliance for a 
very few weeks until a plan may be pre- 
sented which contemplates no greater 
draft upon the public treasury and which, 
though yet too crude to offer it today, 
giTea such sronise of ewaandlng our mer- 
chant marine that It will arsue its own 
approval. It .Is enough to say today that 
we are so possessed of ships, and the 
American intention to establish a mer- 
chant marine is so unalterable, that a 
plan of reimbursement, at no other cost 
than Is contemplated in the existing act, 
will appeal to the pride and encourage 
Um hope of all the American people. 

Naad ar Tariff LafialatiM. 

There is before you the completion of 
tbe enactment of what baa been termed a 
"permanent" tarilt law, the word "per- 
manent" being used to distinguish it from 
the emergency act which is the law to- 
day. I cannot too strongly urge an early 
completion of this necessary legislation. 
It Is needed to stabilise our industrv at 
home: it ia essential to make more definite 
our trade relations abroad. More, it la 
vital to the pssascentlsn s( HMagr s( onr 
own industries whkta contilbate so nota- 
bly to the very life blood of our nation. 

There lu now, and there always will be, 
a storm of conflicting opinion about any 
tarifT revision. We can not go far wrong

Mwat ■• Kmhanva of Trad*. 

Again ceasSB the reminder that we 
must not be unmindful of world condi- 
tions, that peoples are struggling for in- 
dustrial rehabilitation and that we can 
not dwell in industrial and commercial ex- 
clusion and at the same time do the Just 
thing In aiding world reconstruction and 
readjustment. We do not seek a selfish 
aloofness, and we could not profit by it, 
were it possible.- We recognise the ne- 
cessity of buying ahsnsrsr w asU, and 
the permanency of trade lioa to tts acoept- 
aMe exchangea We cannot asU to others 
who do not produce, nor caa we buy un- 
less we produce at home. 

Every contemplation magnifies the dlfll- 
culty of tariff legislation, but the neces- 
sity of the revisioar is msgnlfled with it. 
Doubtless we are lustifled In seeidng a 
more flexUile policy than we ha .'e pro- 
vided htr. toiore. 1 iiope a «i.y wlU be 
found to '-Kike for llexibllity ar.d elas- 
ti' Ity. .-o tiuii raiis may be adjusted to 
meet i.nusual and ciiar.»:mK conditions 
which cannot be accurately anticipated. 
I know of no manner in v.hlch to effect 
this tlexlblllty other than the e\tnis.oii 
of the powers of the Ijirif cunirai -f nn, 
ao that it can adapt itself to a scleniitic 
and wiioliy Juat administration of tlie 
law. 

Enriy Detormination Needed. 

I am sure about pubic opinion favorins 
the early determination of our tariff 
poiiiy. There have been reassuring 
si.vns of a bu.sinei>s revival from tlie Ujep 
slump vviiich all the worlJ has been ex- 
;ierlopcing. Our unemployment, which 
eav 1 Rrave concer ~. only a few weeks 
ago. iia;i Krov. .1 i-iic ur;i,i;;ngly less, and 
now assurances and renewed confidence 
will attend the congressional declaration 
that .\merloan industry' will be held se- 
. urc. 

;»o:ue* !'.ii:g more than tariff protection 
is refiuiicd by American agriculture. To 
the farmer lias come the earlier and tlie 
heavier burdens of readjustment. There l- 
actual dci>ression in our agricultural in- 
dustry, while agricultural prosperity is 
.ihso|ut< !y ".ssential.to the general pro.s- 
petlty of the country. 

The base of the pyramid of civilizaUon, 
which rests upon the SoU, is slirinlUng 
through the drift of population from farm 
to city. For a generntion we have bfeen 
expressinif more or le.-s com ern about 
this tendency. Economists iiave warned 
and s t a t es me n have deplored. We thought 
for a time that modem conveniences an I 
the more intimate contact would halt the 
niovenient, but It has gone steadily on. 
Perhaps only grim necessity will correct 
it, but we ouctat to And a less drastic 
remedy. 

Need for Freight Readjustment 
The existing scheme of adjusting 
frelsrtat rates baa heaa faTorlnc the < 
basiiiK points. antU industries are at- 
tracted to SOBM centers and repelled 
from others, A sreat volume of un- 
economic and wasteful transportation 
haa attended, and the cOst increased 
aeoordlngly. The grain-milling and 
meat-packing industries offer ample 
illustration, and the attending concen- 
tration Is readily apparent The men- 
aces to eoneenttmtion are not limited 
,to the retardlnv Influences on agricul- 
'turf. Manifestly fie conditions and 
terms of railway transportation ought 
not to be permitted to Increase this un- 
desirnhte tondsney. Wo have a Juat 
pride In onr great eltl«^ but we shall 
find a greater pride in the nation 
which has a larger distribution of its 
population intb tbe country; where 
oomparatively self-sufficient smaller 
communities may plant agricultural 
and manufacturing interests in har- 
monious helpfulness and enhanced 
pood fortune. Such a movement con- 
Mmplates no destruction of things 
wrought, of investments made or 
wealth involved It only looks to a 
general policy of transportation of dis- 
tributed industry, and of highway 
construction lo encourage the spread 
of our i>opiilatlon ana restore the 
proper balance betwdea filty Md Coun- 
try. The problem map tMH POur 
earnest attention.

such Justtee in dlstrtbutlns the prod- 
uct of human energy rtiat it has im- 
proved continuout:; y the economic 
atatus at the mass of people. Ours 
has been a highly prosluctivo social 
organisation. On the way up. from the 
elemen'tal stages of society we have 
eliminated slavery and serfdom and. 
are far on the way to the elimination 

T^ro^^'the eradication of llHteraey 

and the diffusion of education, man- 
kind has reached a stage where we 
may fairly say that In the United 
Stotes equality of opporunity haa been 
attained, though all are not prepared 
to embrace it. There is, indeed, a too 
great divergence between the economic 
conditions of tbe most and leaat fav- 
ored classes in tbe eommunity. But 
even that divergence has not come to 
the point where we bracket the very 
poor and the very rich together as 
the least fortunate clasaea Our ef- 
forts may wtU ho d is ee to d to taiprov- 
ing the status of hoth. 

While this set of problems is com- 
monly comprehended under the gen- 
eral phrase 'Capital and Labor, it 
is really vaatly broader. ,tt is a 
question of social and eeononns organ- 
-Izatlon. Labor has become a large 
contributor, through its savings, to 
the stoclc of capital, while tbe peo- 
ple who own the larpest tadlvidual 
aggregates of capital are themselves 
often hard and earnest laborers. Very 
often it is extremely difficult to draw 
the line of differentiation between the 
two groups: to detenalae whether a 
particular individual is entitled to be 
set down as iaborer or as capitalist. 
In a very larpe proportion of cases 
be is both, and when he is both, he 
Is the most useful citisen. 

Rights of Labor and CapiUi. 
The right of labor to organise is 

Just as fundamental and necessary as 
is the right of capital to organize. 
The right of labor to negotiate, to 
deal with and solve its particular 
problems in an organised way. through 
Its chosen agents. Is Just as essential 
as Is the right of capital to organize, 
to maintain corporations, to limit the 
liabilities of stockholders. Indeed, we 
have come to recognise that the lim- 
ited liability of the citliens as a mem- 
ber of a labor organization closely 
parallels the limitation of liability 
of the citizen as a stockholder in a 
corporation for ^At. Along this line 
of reasoning we shall make the great- 
est progress toward solution of our 
problem of capital and labor. 

Just as it is not desirable that a 
corporation shall bo allowed to im- 

f>ose undue exactions upon the pub- 
ic, so It Is not desirable that a labor 
organization shall be permitted to ex- 
act unfair terms of employment or 
subject the pnbile to actual distresses 
In order to enforce its terms. Finally, 
Just as we are earnestly seeking for 
procedures whereby to adjust and set- 
tle political dltnoultles between na- 
tions without resort to war. so we 
may well look about for means to set- 
tle the differences between organized 
capital and organized labor without 
resort to the forms of warfare which 
we recognise under the nasM of 
strikes, lockouts, boycotta, and the 
like. ^ , 

As we have great bodies of law 
carefully regulating the o rgan isations 
and operations of todaolital wid 
financial corporations, so we night 
well have plans of conference, of com- 
mon council, of mediation, arbitra- 
tion and Judicial determination in con- 
troversies between I s h s r and capital. 
To accomplish this would Involve the 
necessity to develop a thoroughgoing 
code of practice In dealing with such 
affairs. With right prlvliegos. im- 
munities and moiea of orgaalsation 
thus carefully defined. It should be 
possible to set up Judicial or quasi- 
Judicial tribunals for the considera- 
tion and determination of all disputes 
which mertace the public welfare. 
Holds Strike Out of Place. 
In an industrial society snob as pura 
the strike, the lockout and the boy- 
cott are as much out of place and as 
disastrous In their results as is war or 
armed revolution in the domain of pol- 
itics. The same dimosltloa to reason- 
ableness, to conciliation, to recogni- 
tion of the other side's point of view, 
the same provision of fair and recog- 
nized tribunals and processes ought to 
make it poaatUe to solve the one set 
of questions as easily as the other. 
I believe the solution Is possi .le. 

After each war. until tht^ lust, the 
government has been able to give 
homes to its returned soldiers, ud a 
large part of our settlement and de- 
velopment has attended this generous 
provision of Ihnd for the natlon'a de- 
fenders. . 

There is yet unreaerved approxtSBate- 
1v 200,000.000 acres In the public do- 
main, 20.000.000 acres of which are 
known to be susceptible of reclama- 
tion and made fit for homes by pro- 
vision f^r irripation. 

Point to Swamp Lands. 
Contemplating the inevitable and de- 
sirable increase of populaton, there Is 
another phase of reclamation full worthy 
of consideration. There are :i<.m.m acres 
of swamp and cut-over lands which 
may be reclaimed and made aa valuable 
as any farm lands we possess. These 
acres are largely located In southern 
states, and- tbe greater proportion is 
owned by the states or by priv.-ite citi- 
zens. Congress has a report of the sur- 
vey of this field for reclamation, and the 
feasibility is estsMlsbed. I gladly recom- 
mend federal aid, by way of advances 
where state and private participation is 
aasured. 

Homeniaking is one of greater benefits 
which government can best own. Meas- 
ures are pending embodying this sound 
policy to which we may well adhere. It ' 
Is easily possible to make available per- 
manent homes which will provide, in 
turn, for ; ri'sperous .\inerican families 
without injuriou!* c ompetition with estab- 
lished activities or iinpositon on wealth 
already^ acquired. 

There are a full score of topics con- 
cerning which it would be becoming 
to address you. and on which I hope 
to make a report at a later time. I 
have alluded to the things requirlaa 
I your earlier attention. However, u 
cannot end this limited address with- 
out a suggested amendment to the or- 
ganic law. 

Opposes Nontaxable Bonds. 

Many of us btdanp to that sehool o( 

thought which 'Is hesitant about alter- 
ing ttie fundamental law. I think our 
tax proiiieiiis the tendency of wealtli 
to seeli nontaxable investment, and 
the monacing increases of public debt. 
fedTeral, state and municipal, all Justi- 
fy a proposal to change the Constitu- 
tion so as to end the Issue of nontax- 
able bonds. No action can change the 
statua at tbe many billions outstand- 
ing but we can guard against future 
encotira Erement of capital's paralysis, 
while a halt in the growth of public 
indebtedness would be beneficial 
throughout our whole land. 

Such a change In the Conatltutlon must 
be very thoroughly considered before sub- 
mission. I suggest the consideration be- 
cause the drift of wealth into nontaxable 
securities is hindering"- the flow of large 
capital to our industry, manufacturing, 
agricultural and "barrylag, uotll wo aio 
discouraging the very aetivmes which 
make our wealth. 

Agreeah'.f 'o \our expressed desire and 
in complete accord with the purposes of 
the SMoatlvs b r s«a h >s of the govern- 
ment, there Is in Washington as you 
happily know, an International confer- 
ence, most earnestly at work on plans for 
the limitation of armaments and a naval 
holiday and the just settlement of prob- 
lems which might develop Into causes of 
International disagreement.' 

It Is easy to believe a world hope Is 
centered on this capital city. A most 
gratifying world snrnmplishmsnt Is not 
improbable.
